By Manager 


Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
has trimmed $42,254 from town 
budgets - the equivalent of the 
two percent cut voted at town 
meeting.

Fair Enforcement 


Enforcement of fire and health laws. 

A noble purpose — a righteous cause — and possibly 
a reality, if the town government means business. 

On very few occasions in the past, however, has the 
town government really meant business. Most times, its 
bark was worse than its bite. 

A few years ago, the town did compel the razing of a 
Main st. building. But it seems to us that this single 
action should have been followed up, over the years, 
with other ‘‘fix it or tear it down”’ edicts. 

It’s impossible to assess the blame, or to be really 
critical of the inspectors during this period. For the en- 
tire attitude of the municipal government has to be one 
of stern determination before the inspectors can reason- 
ably make demands on the property owners. If there is 
anything less than 100 percent willingness to back up 
the inspectors, these individuals can justifiably feel that 
they will earn too much criticism and complaint for do- 
ing their job. 

Post Office ave. has been singled out, at the moment, 
for a thorough inspection. But there are other places in 
town which need attention. 

We hope that the town’s inspectors and departments 
will deal fairly, but sternly, with all property owners 
whose buildings are in violation of any municipal code. 
In this way, the town may be able to divest itself of some 
of the really bad conditions which exist. 


Do What’s Needed 


The town manager has promised residents of Beacon st. that 
the dangerous intersection at Beacon st. and Chandler rd. will 
be improved this year, providing easements can be secured. 

This is specially good news, in light of the existing con- 
ditions at that intersection and on Beacon st. itself. 

All that remains, before next winter’s snows set in, is to 
get some sort of sidewalk — even if it is a gravel pathway — 
along the street. 

There have been several arguments against initiating a 
crash program on Beacon st. — mostly concerning other con- 
ditions in scattered sections of the town, which should be 
corrected. We can not help but feel that the Beacon st. safety 
hazard is compelling; it must not be shuffled off just because 
some other section of town also needs work done. 

In fact, some months ago the School Committee suggested 
that a program of sidewalk construction be prepared, with the 
view of eliminating the most dangerous conditions as they re- 
late to school children. This would be a worthwhile program 
to adopt — instead of hesitating to build sidewalks on Beacon 
St., as a precedent, the powers-that-be should simply make 
this the first project and continue on to correct unsafe con- 
ditions wherever they exist. 

Finances aside, parents of small children are concerned 


only with the safety of their youngsters, if they have to walk, 


to school. The town should be equally interested, and do what- 
ever is necessary for their protection. 


Prime Example 


One of the strongest arguments we can imagine, in favor 
of the anti-litter campaign, came about at a recent fire on Jen- 
kins rd., near the state forest. 

As far as can be determined, some thoughtless person emp- 
tied out the contents of his automobile ash tray on the side 
of the road — and thus a fire began. 

As if it isn’t bad enough to discard wastes along the road- 
side, this was done in a way that could have caused a real 
disaster. The woods, as everyone should have known, were 
tinder dry; the state forest could have burned, as did a sim- 
ilar area on the Cape. 

Thus we have two examples, really — one of careless and 
heedless litter along the roads; the other of wanton disregard 
for the lives and safety of residents in the area, and for the 
maintenance of a forested area, 

Only the most diligent enforcement of existing laws, and 
a continuing, strengthened educational campaign to reach such 
people, will result in keeping our roads clean and our forests
